It was midnight before 
two inspectors, guided by the boy, ar- 
rived in a light wagon at the cabin, 
where Harley and Walker were stand- 
ing guard like veterans in the dark- 
ness. At daylight the party was loaded 
into the wagon and driven to Nogales,
